In the future Upland will need a 
larger police force as well as an 
expanded crime prevention 
program to serve to growing 
population, according to Coy Estes, 
who completed his first year as 
police chief Monday. 

The biggest disappointment 
during Estes’ first year as chief has 
been the 4-percent increase in over- 
all crime during the first six months 
of 1977. But, he noted, the 4 percent 
increase is ‘‘not too bad’’ compared 
to a 15-percent increase for the 
entire West End. , 

Residential burglary has shown 
the greatest increase with a 50- 
percent jump, according to Estes 
who noted that Upland’s middle and 
upper-middle class neighborhoods 
are a target area for burglaries. 

Upland Police Department’s 
Neighborhood Watch program is 
successfully combating residential 
burglary on a _ neighborhood-by- 
neighborhood basis. 

Some 20 neighborhoods, 
containing a total of 400 homes, are 
participating in the program which 
encourages residents to report 
suspicious activities to the police. 

Estes said Neighborhood Watch 
areas have not suffered a single 
burglary and added burglars avoid 
homes which are marked with 
Neighborhood Watch stickers. 

A primary problem with 
residential burglaries is the number 
of repeaters burglarizing homes 
even after being arrested. 

Estes said the only hope of 
reducing burglaries is to remove the 
burglars from the streets: to 
sentence them and be sure they 
spend some time in jail. 

In a recent week the Upland city 
staff newsletter reported two 
separate cases in which police had 
caught burglars who were awaiting 
trial for previous burglaries. One 
had admitted to 55 residential 
burglaries and the other to 20 
burglaries. 

Estes said he would like the 
confessed burglar to be held in 
custody until prosecuted but noted 
that judges must use their 
discretion in deciding the course of 
action for each defendant. 

In spite of the discouraging 
increase in crime, Estes said he has 
been encouraged to find that Upland

City halts construction 
of fields near airport

Upland City Council took the first 
steps Monday night to move planned 
little league and girls softball fields 
away from the flight approach to 
Cable Airport. 

The action, designed to decrease 
safety hazards, involved moving two 
softball fields north and moving a 
little league field to another location 
in the city. 

The council had previously 
approved the positioning of the 
fields and development had begun, 
but information about the proposed 
height for field lights indicated a 
possible flight hazard for airplanes 
which are lower than normal or 
slightly off the usual flight path. 

Monday night’s decision concluded 
a series of meetings with conflicting 
reports about the safety of the 
proposed poles, planned to be 50 and 
75-feet tall. 

Poles, even at the 75-foot height, 
had been approved by the Los 
Angeles area Federal Aviation 
Administration office, but the 
decision was based on standard 
charts rather than on a field 
inspection of the possible hazards. 

Installation of the poles is 
dangerous and would be the first 
step toward closing Cable Airport, 
according to Dewey Richardson, 
director of the San Bernardino 
County Aviation Division. 

Installation of light poles, even 
though they are not directly under 
the flight path, would be a safety 
hazard to airplanes and also to 
sports crowds on the ground, he 
said. 

He said airspace is in ‘critical 
supply’ and added encroaching on 
airport airspace eventually results 


in closing the airport. 

Protecting the airport is in the 
interest of the city of Upland 
because the Cable Airport and 
related interests pay a total of 
$95,900 in taxes yearly, Richardson 
commented. 

A letter from Ralph W. Thomas, 
chief of the General Aviation 
district’s Ontario office, opposed 
construction of the light poles and 
warned the council of possible 
liability in case of an accident. 

“Although our position may seem 
overly conservative... we know 
from experience that if there is an 
obstruction in or near the approach 
to an airport, it will sooner or later 
be struck with tragic results,’ he 
wrote. 

“We believe that to deliberately 
build such an obstruction ... would 
unnecessarily endanger lives and 
property and would place the 
proponent and builder of the 
obstruction in a highly vulnerable 
position if an accident occurred,” 
Thomas added. 

Council members agreed that 
placing 75 - foot - tall light poles on 
the little league field would create a 
flight hazard and voted to search for 
another site for the field. 


“T don’t see there is much room to 
argue’ about the hazard of the 
lights, Councilman Hal Bailin 
commented and added, ‘‘There is no 
question the verdict would be 
against the city’ in case of an 
accident. 


City Manager Lee Travers 
proposed three sites for the little 
legaue gield: the northeast corner of 
20th Street and San Antonio Avenue; 
the eastern side of Pioneer Park on

residents are no longer reluctant to 
become involved in combating 
crime. 

“People have been the victims for 
so long,’’ he said and added, 
“They're fed up with coming home 
and finding their home 
burglarized.” 

Assistance of local citizens is the 
only way any police department can 
reduce crime, according to Estes 
who noted that citizen information 
and description was responsible for 
the recent arrest of a person on 
suspicion of robbing the Upland 
branch of Security Pacific National 
Bank. 

The need to expand crime 
prevention programs such as the 
Neighborhood Watch is matched by 
the need to enlarge the police 
department as the Upland 
population grows, he said and added 
that the population is presently 
increasing faster than the police 
force. 

In addition to a larger police 
force, Estes foresees a return to 
traditional law enforcement

The officer ‘‘has got to get out of 
that police car’? to meet and talk 
with the residents, he said and 
added, ‘‘The more people he knows 
is to his advantage in being 
effective.” 

Officers assigned to areas where 
minority residents live have already 
begun to meet the people on their 
beats and the change has resulted in 
improved relations between officers 
and residents, Estes commented. 

Some officers were reluctant at 
first to change their patrol habits 
but, he said, they learned meeting 
people, being friendly, and assisting 
people is ‘‘pretty rewarding.” 

Within the next few months Estes 
plans to start a confidential citizen 
survey to find out how residents feel 
the Police Department is handling 
calls. 

Some 25-30 names will be chosen 
at random from the daily log sheets 
and those residents will be asked 
how their cali was received and 
responded to. 
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18th Street; and east of Memorial 
Park. 

All three sites have potential 
problems. The first two are in 
residential neighborhoods which 
may object to a lighted field. 

The Memorial Park site would 
require the city to purchase 
additional land at a high price 
because the land is zoned for 
commercial development. 

The girls softball fields could be 
moved north which would eliminate 
danger of airplanes colliding with 
light poles, but would place the 
fields 200 feet closer to homes on 
15th Street, Travers told the council. 

Council members decided to hold 
an informal hearing 7 p.m. Monday 
to allow 15th Street residents to 
review placement of the two fields. 

In other action Monday the 
council: 

— Approved the first reading of an 
ordinance which would allow the 
Police Department to cite vehicles 
parked in space marked for 
handicapped people. 

Blue - lines spaces, such as the one 
at City Hali, will be limited to cars 
which bear a handicapped license 
plate or an official handicapped 
card 

— Approved an allocation of $4,720 
to purchase a new cash register for 
the finance department. 


— Approved a resoltuion to allow 
the Police Department to patrol 
private streets at the Lemon Tree 
Apartments in order to keep 
emergency access areas clear 


— Awarded a $12,344 uniform 
rental contract to Welch’s Industrial 
Unifcrms, which has provided city 
uniforms for eight years. 


Estes said the survey, which has 
not been done in Upland before, will 
tell the department which areas of 
service need improving. Presently 
the department receives 12 letters 
of commendation for every 
complaint. 

The major change in the Police 
Department during Estes’ first year 
has been a personnel reorganization 
which rotated commanders to 
different divisions 

The rotation increases 
department efficiency by bringing 
new ideas into each division and 
helps commanders keep up with the 
changes in different areas of law 
enforcement, according to Estes. 

The Police Department made an 
easy transition to a new chief during 
the past year because of the “‘solid 
foundation” left by former chief 
John Wessely, Estes said and added 
the assistance of the city staff, the 
support of the City Council, and the 
dedication and professionalism of 
the police officers have all been 
important during the year of 
change.

Health contract 


County Supervisors have voted a 1977-78 contract with 
San Antonio Community Hospital calling for increased 
mental health services in the West End. According to 
Chairman and Fourth District Supervisor Robert O. 
Townsend, the new contract means it will no longer be 
necessary to transfer mentally disturbed patients from 
the West End to the Central Mental Health unit in San 
Bernardino. The new contract, calling for expenditures 
of $212,450 in the new fiscal year will provide inpatient 
treatment to all mentally disordered persons in Health 
District 1207. This is an increase of $48,211 from the 1976- 
77 contract. Ninety percent of the funds required to meet 
the new contract are provided by the state of California 
under the Short-Doyle Program, which required the 
county to provide a 10 percent match. The county has 
contracted with San Antonio for these services since 
1971. Separate agreements with the hospital also cover 
drug and alcohol abuse treatment programs.

West End crime increases 


While crime rates across the 
country were declining, according 
to the FBI, statistics show that 
crime in the West End skyrocketed 
during the first six months of 1977. 

Ontario showed the greatest rise, 
with a 21.2 per cent increase in the 
seven major crimes, which include 
murder, rape, aggravated assault, 
robbery, burglary, larceny (theft) 
and auto theft. 

Chino was close behind Ontario 
with a 19.8 per cent increase. 
Montclair showed an increase of 6.4 
per cent, but aggravated assaults

there were up 127 per cent. Upland 
showed the least increase — 4.1 per 
cent. 

The most significant increases 
were reflected in reported rapes. 
From Jan. 1 to June 30 of 1976, only 
19 rapes were reported in the four 
West End cities. During the first six 
months of this year, 41 were 
reported, a 116 per cent increase. 

In 1976, Ontario police 
investigated 10 rapes; Montclair, 6; 
Upland, 3; and Chino, none. This 
year, Ontario reported 17; 
Montclair, 10; Upland, 13; and 
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Chino, one. 

The murder rate showed no 
change, with six homicides reported 
in the West End during both periods. 
The figures rose in Ontario and 
Upland and declined in Chino. 

Last year, Ontario police 
investigated one murder during the 
first half of the year. This year, 
police investigated three. Although 
Upland had no homicides during the 
first six months of 1976, there was 
one this year. 

In Chino, where four murders

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Supervisors ok 8% pay 
increase for themselves 


County supervisors voted 
themselves pay increases of 8 per 
cent Monday, raising their salaries 
to nearly $25,000 after relatively 
little public opposition was voiced. 

The supervisors didn’t act on an 
additional cost-of-living allowance, 
deferring that issue until sometime 
close to Jan. 1. 

Though fewer in number than last 
year, when the supervisors 
attempted to raise their salaries by 
nearly 40 per cent, angry citizens 
again called on the supervisors to let 
the county’s voters decide whether 
salaries should be increased. 

But others in the audience, mostly 
members of the business 
community, said they favored the 
pay raise. Some even said the raise 
should have been higher than the 
13.3 per cent proposed by two 
supervisors last week. 

If the supervisors give final 
approval next week to the ordinance 
which authorizes the pay increase, 
their base salary will be raised from 
$22,998 to $24,844 starting Oct. 8. 

That will raise their salaries to a 
level recommended by the 1976-77 
grand jury — an average paid to 
supervisors in five other Southern 
California counties (Kern, Orange, 
Riverside, San Diego and Ventura) 
with which San Bernardino County 
compares its regular employe 
salaries. 

The four supervisors present 
agreed on that raise quickly, and 
Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino, who was absent, 
said in a message that he would 
have supported it, too — but no 
more. 

Hammock is combining a 
vacation with county business. He 


was the county’s representative at a 
National Association of Counties 
conference in Detroit. 

Although two supervisors — 
Joseph Kamansky of Upland and 
James L. Mayfield of Apple Valley 
— continued to support a larger pay 
raise, they agreed to defer 
consideration of a cost - of - living 
increase recommended by the grand 
jury until later in the year. 

That postponement was proposed 
by Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger 
of Yucaipa and supported by 
Chairman Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino, both of whom said last week 
they would not vote themselves a 
pay raise of more than 8 per cent. 

James Ferguson, research 
director of the San Bernardino 
County Taxpayers’ Association, 
endorsed the 8 per cent pay increase 
but not the additional raise, which 
could amount to another 5.3 per 
cent, the average granted last week 
to the county’s seven elected 
department heads. 

‘We feel that would be excessive 
and inflationary,’’ Ferguson said of 
the additional raise, which would 
boost a supervisor’s salary to more 
than $26,000. 

He said the supervisors should not 
continue to compare their salaries 
to the average paid in the five other 
Southern California counties 
because he felt the comparison 
wasn’t valid. 

Phil Schlosser, president of the 
Cucamonga Chamber of Commerce, 
read a letter the board of directors 
sent to Kamansky in which “we 
wholeheartedly support your stand’ 
for a 13.3 per cent pay increase. 

“T feel this raise is well deserved 
for your. efforts in governing our

were committed last Jan. 1 to June 
30, only one was committed this 
year. Montclair had one during both 
six-month periods. 

Robberies were up everywhere 
except in Montclair, where a 35.7 
per cent reduction was noticed. 
Chino led this category, with a 212 
per cent increase. 

During 1977, Ontario reported 78 
robberies; Montclair, 18; Upland, 
16; and Chino, 25. Last year, Ontario 
reported 56; Montclair, 28; Upland, 
13; and Chino, 8. 

Aggravated assaults in Montclair 
were up 127 per cent this year, from 
26 in 1976 to 59 in 1977. 

Upland had a decline in assaults, 
from 22 in 1976 to 15 in 1977. Ontario 
experienced a 34.9 per cent 
increase, from 203 in 1976 to 274 in 
1977. 

Chino experienced a 25 per cent 
increase in assaults, going from 97 
in 1976 to 122 in 1977. 

The burglary rate increased by 33 
per cent in the West End during the 
periods. Ontario burglaries were up 
36.3 per cent, from 811 to 1,106;

Montclair’s were up by 39.3 per 
cent, from 221 to 308; Upland’s were 
up 42.4 per cent, from 264 to 376, and 
Chino’s were up 18.4 per cent, from 
358 to 424. 

The theft rate remained basically 
the same during both periods, with 
Ontario and Chino showing 
increases and Montclair and Upland 
reporting decreases.

Even a raise to $26,000, he said, 
‘is not that much money to be paid 
for a position like this.” 


Jack Carnine, manager of the 
Sunkist Orange Products Division in 
Ontario, also supported the raise, 
saying, ‘‘If it’s questionable, it 
should be questionable for only one 
reason — and that’s because it’s so 
small.” 

“T don’t think this is unreal, 
unusual or out of line in any manner, 
shape or form,’’ Kamansky said of 
the larger pay increase 
recommended by the grand jury. 

“T think that everybody has pride 
in what they (sic) do. I have pride in 
what I’ve been doing for the past 
nine months .... I think in my West 
Valley area — in my constituency 
out there — basically, they’ve 
accepted the fact I’ve worked long 
and hard, and I can say my fellow 
supervisors have worked just as 
long and as hard as I have.”’ 

Mayfield, complaining that 
“we've spent more time debating 
this issue” than most others, called 
for a system of automatic review of 
the salaries of supervisors and the 
county’s seven elected department 
heads. 

And he said some group other than 
the supervisors themselves should 
determine whether pay increases 
are appropriate. 

Referring to last year’s attempt to 
raise supervisors’ salaries by 39.6 
per cent, from $21,612 to $30,178, 
Mayfield said, ‘‘I still don’t like this 
task and never will.’ (The salary 
was eventually raised by only 5 per 
cent, to the present $22,692, plus 
fees. ) 

Mayfield declared that ‘‘it’s a 
conflict’’ for the supervisors to 
decide their own salaries, saying, 
“We're sitting in here like foxes 
watching the henhouse ... and it’s 
not good.” 

“Maybe you consider yourself a 
fox watching the henhouse, but I’m 
not putting myself in that 
category,’ Townsend replied with a 
laugh. 

Anna Mae Frieling, a San 
Bernardino resident, criticized the 
absent Hammock for failing to come 
out against any pay raise, which 
she said Hammock had done last fall 
in his campaign for supervisor. 

Mrs. Frieling said the group 
which determines Supervisors’ 
salaries should be public. 

‘Put it on the ballot and you can 
get rid of this,’’ she told the 
supervisors. ‘‘You can do it. If you 
can't, we can do it.” 

Peter Faust, an Ontario resident, 
suggested that the supervisors vote 
themselves the 8 per cent increase 
but let voters decide any future 
raises.

County backed in rock battle 


San Bernardino County has 
enlisted the support of several 
Western states in its legal battle to 
keep the nation’s second largest 
meteorite, discovered in the 
county’s desert area, from leaving 
California for Washington, D.C. 

County supervisors were told 
Monday that the Western 
Association of Regional Councils 
has endorsed the county’s bid to 
retain the Old Woman Meteorite. 

The association, which represents 
councils of local governments in 
eight states, acted upon a motion by 
Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger, 
this year’s president of the Southern 
California Association of 


Governments. 

If the county wins its suit against 
the federal government for 
possession of the three-ton 
meteorite, it will agree to loan the 
meteorite for display in the West’s 
major museums, Hansberger said. 

Furthermore, the association 
urged Congress to amend the 
Antiquities Act ‘‘on the basis that it 
results in cultural and scientific 
discrimination against the people of 
the western United States,’’ 
Hansberger said. 

Under the 1906 law, the USS. 
Bureau of Land Management 
claimed possession of the meteorite 
and turned it over to the 


Smithsonian Institution, which plans j 


to ship it to Washington. 


The county’s request for a 
preliminary injunction against the 
meteorite’s removal from 
California will be ruled upon this 
week in U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles. The meteorite is now at the 
Barstow office of the Bureau of 
Land Management. 

Hansberger and Supervisors’ 
Chairman Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino also reacted sharply to a 
Smithsonian proposal that would 
leave California with a fiberglass 
replica of the nickel-iron meteorite, 
plus a'slice or two of the rock, if the 
Smithsonian wins the court battle.

This includes the 
colorful ‘‘tables’’ topped 
with bowls of popcorn in 
front of each person in the 
audience, and the brightly 
colored stage which looked 
like a warehouse full of 
shipping boxes and junk. 

But the play could have 
been better written. 

The biggest lacking of the 
play was the material itself. 

Although it kept me and 
the almost capacity 
audience laughing most of 
the way through, it came 
across as a poorly written 
segment of the old ‘‘Laugh 
In’’ television show. 

It had, for the most part, 
what most television com- 
edy has these days — trite, 
unimaginative humor. 

One example of an un- 
imaginative sequence is 
‘Football in Depth.”’ It 
opens with two 
sportscasters sitting in 
chairs facing the audience, 
talking about what good 
weather it is for a football 
game. One of the an- 
nouncers comments on the 
weather. Then the other 
comments on the weather. 
Then their announcer down 
on the field comments on 
the weather, the game has 
started and they have miss- 
ed a lot of the action. 

Well, it goes on and on. 


« And, of course, the comedy 


of the situation is that they 
never do report to any ex- 
tent on the football game. 
They just say a lot of inane 
things 


But a few of the comedy- 
sequences do use a lot of 
imagination and are really 
funny. Some of these in- 
clude ‘‘Well It Ain’t,”’ ‘“The 
Boy From,” ‘“‘Trees’’ and 
“Eeech.”’ 

Members of ‘‘The Com- 
pany” include: Monte Van 
Vleet, whose exhuberance 
and acting ability seem 
perfect for this type of 
entertainment (be sure to 
watch him as ‘“‘Uncle Nut- 
sie’ in ‘‘Kiddie T.V.’’);

Ain’t’’ will amaze you; 


Mary Long, who performed 
the opening dance scene 
with a lack of gusto, but 
came alive as the excited, 
zany television game show 
contestant in ‘‘Word- 
power”; and Katha Feffer 
who also seems to be at 
home in musical - comedy 
of this type, with a strong 
singing voice and forceful 
movement on stage.

Most cats are finicky 
eaters, and not 
surprisingly, this can lead 
to vitamin deficiency. 


Although cats can thrive 
on commercial pet food, 
they sometimes run a risk 
of dietary deficiency, 
particularly if they are 
going through a period of 
nutritional stress such as 
growing, nursing or 
convalescing. 


Cats have unique dietary 
requirements. Nutrition 
studies have shown us that 
cats require higher 
amounts of protein and fat 


* 


than a dog requires, And cat 
diets can be deficient in 
vitamins and minerals. 
For example, cats 
require extra amounts of 
vitamin A beyond what they 
often get in their normal 
diets. Since they cannot 
convert carotene (the 
orange and red pigment 
found in plants and in plant- 
eating animals which 
converts into vitamin A), it 
should be added to their 
diets. Vitamin A deficiency 
in cats can result in serious 
weight loss along with a 
weakness of the hind limbs. 


A deficiency of vitamin E 
results in a condition known 
as steatitis or “yellow fat 
disease”’ in which the fatty 
areas of the cat’s body 
become inflamed. The cat 
then loses its appetite and 
becomes sensitive to 


[ 
or cats 


pressure or touch. Much of 
the Vitamin E in a normal 
feline diet can easily be 
destroyed by unsaturated 
‘fatty acids which are found 
mainly in diets that contain 
large amounts of fish oil. If 
your cat eats mainly a fish 
diet, it may need extra 
amounts of vitamin E. 


Vitamin D, which is 
necessary for growth and 
for maintaining proper 
calcium levels in the cat’s 
blood, is another special 
vitamin need which your 
cat may be lacking. And 
cats are also prone to 
vitamin B-6 deficiency, 
which results in the 
development of calcium 
deposits in the kidney and 
urinary tract. 


Scientists have found 
deficiency symptoms in 


cats for a number of other 
vitamins and minerals as 
well. These icnlude vitamin 
B, thiamine, choline, 
iodine, riboflavin, iron and 
niacin. 


Before putting your cat on 
a vitamin supplement, it’s 
important to consult with 
your veterinarian. He or 
she can help you establish a 
good diet for your cat and 
determine if a nutritional 
supplement is needed. 
There are many types of cat 
vitamins available, and 
many of them are 
essentially the same as dog 
vitamins. Other vitamins, 
however, are specially 
designed for a cat’s 
particular needs, with 
higher levels of the 
vitamins a cat needs. 

Remember, a supplement 
is particularly important

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Colorful boquets from garden 





Dry flowers for winter 


Your summer garden is a brilliant 
colorama with lots of flowers to cut 
for indoor bouquets too. But how 
about next winter? What could be 
more welcome than a touch of 
home-grown floral beauty for indoor 
enjoyment during drab, cold 
weather! You can do this with 
arrangements of ‘‘everlasting’’ 
flowers. It’s fun and the time to 
start is now during July, August and 
September when these types, mostly 
annuals, are blooming and at their 
prime for drying. 

The big three, according to 
Caroline Whitenack, a seed 
company horticulturist and flower 
arranger, are celosia, strawflowers 
and statice. Others including 
acroclinium, bells of Ireland, 
honesty, Chinese lanterns and globe 
amaranth add further interest to 
winter bouquets. You don’t need a 
lot of equipment to get started. 
Plenty of flowers are, of course, a 
prerequisite. So is a warm, dark, 
well-ventilated room, attic or barn 
in which to hang or stand the flowers 
while they’re drying. You'll also 
want straight pieces of florist’s wire 

.. 23 guage for the heavy stems of 
crested celosia, 22 guage for most 
other varieties...to prepare some 
types for drying. This process 
usually takes two to three weeks. 
You can then make arrangements 
right away or store the dried 
flowers loosely...all the same color 
and kind...in labeled, ventilated 
boxes in a cool (above freezing) 
place for future use. 

But now, let’s get started on the 
drying. 

Celosia, both the plumed 
(Plumosa) and crested (Cristata) 
types work well. Pick spikes in 
different sizes when fully open and 
seed is just beginning to form in the 





lower florets. Don’t wait too long 
because older flowers may tend to 
shatter when dried. Remove all 
foliage. Plumed types and also tall 
crested varieties dry well on their 
natural stems, but short crested 
kinds need wiring. Leave about a 
one-inch stem on each head, insert a 
piece of 23 guage wire through each 
stem from side to side, then bend in 
half. Bunch three or four stems 
(natural or wire), fasten at the 
bottom with string or twist-ems and 
hang upside-down to dry. Wire coat 
hangers or clotheslines are handy 
for suspending bunches. 

Strawflowers (Helichrysum) 
should be cut when the lower two to 
four rows of petals are open. 
Immediately strip off foliage, also 
bract-like leaves at the base of the 
flowers, and insert a piece of 22 
guage wire up into each head, but 
not so far as to show. For intriguing 
variety, why not try some 
strawflower wands or spikes too. 
Select the same color blooms, but in 
graduated sizes from small to large. 
Assemble three or more with the 
largest at the bottom, insert a wire 
through this into the next size 
smaller and so on to the smallest, 
but stop before the wire goes all the 
way through this top blossom. Stand 
wired flowers upright in jars or 
vases or bunch loosely and hang 
upside-down to dry. During this 
process the flower heads will adhere 
tightly to the wire stems and blooms 
will open to full size. 

Statice in both brilliant colors and 
more delicate art shades is a 
“must” for dried arrangements. It’s 
also one of the easiest varieties to 
handle and arrange. Cut the blooms 
at their peak of perfection, remove 
the foliage but leave the stems 
attached. Fasten three or four

Over many areas of the 
West, water for lawns may 
be restricted. Grass will 
look brown and 
weatherbeaten. A few spots 
of color from annual 
flowers will draw attention 
away from your drab lawn 
and brighten up the old 
homestead. 

You can grow annual 
flowers in boxes, buckets, 
tubs, planters or in 
flowerbeds. In all probabili- 
ty, you'll be watering your 
flowers with waste water 
some of the time so play it 
smart and concentrate your 
flowers near the door. 
Buckets of water are heavy 
and you'll soon tire of lugg- 
ing them to the far corners 
of your yard. 


Annual flowers can get by 
on surprisingly small 
amounts of water once they 
have established a deep root 
system. Under restricted 
watering, annual flowers 
won’t develop large plants 
but they’ll pile on 

rodigious crops of 

lossoms. 


When the full effect of the 
drought hits this summer, 
everyone in the West will 
need cheering up. Well be 
beset by shortages of 
everything from fresh let- 
tuce to electric power, 
battered by high prices for 
food, goods and services, 
and bothered because we 
can’t go swimming, fishing, 
or boating in lakes that are 

as dry as the Mojave desert. 

It will give you a lift when 
you come home from work 
to stop for a minute and en- 
joy the beauty of flowers 
that ask no more from you 
than a little love and an oc- 
caional drink of water. 


together loosely at the bottom with 
twist-ems and hang upside-down to 
dry. Remove before the flowers 
become brittle and while the stems 
still are pliable. 

Now for some other everlastings 
that increase the diversity of winter 
bouquets. Pick Acroclinium and 
Globe Amaranth (Gomphrena) 
when the flowers are fully mature 
and remove all leaves. Dry on their 
natural stems suspended in loose 
bunches, or wire and handle in the 
same way as strawflowers. Watch 
out when you pick and prepare weil- 
developed spikes of bells of Ireland 
for drying...the stems have sharp 
spines. Wear gloves and use clippers 
or a knife as you strip off leaves and 
thorns. Tie four to six spikes 
together and hang upside-down to 
dry. 

Grow the biennial honesty for its 
attractive, papery-white, disc- 
shaped membranes in the centers of 
the seed pods. These are usually 
ready to pick the second summer 
after planting. Remove the seed 
husks and the inner, papery honesty 
then is ready for immediate or later 
use. Chinese lanterns, a perennial, 
also are grown for seedpods. These 
turn a vivid orange-red in fall. Pick 
the stems when the lower lantersn 
have changed color and dry in a 
vase. How cheery they look in 
winter, either alone or accenting 
other varieties! 

Isn’t it fun to let your imagination 
run wild as you fix your home-grown 
everlasting flowers into charming 
dried arrangements! 


Waterlillies 
for a pond 


Would you like to grow a garden 
with beautiful flowers without 
having to hoe, weed or water? 
Sounds farfetched until you consider 
growing waterlilies. These jewel- 
like flowers are actually quite 
simple to grow as long as you have 
10 inches of water over their roots 
and an average of 3 square feet of 
water surface to support their 
leaves and flowers. 

For those with fish ponds they are 
a must. The large round pads 
spreading over the surface of the 
water will appreciably reduce the 
loss of water due to evaporation and 
also provide shade for the fish on hot 
summer days. Waterlilies also add 
to the oxygen content of the water 
and help prevent its loss through 
transpiration. A high oxygen content 
is valuable for pond fish and also the 
ecological balance of the pond. 

There are two types of waterlilies, 
hardy and tropical. Both will do well 
in Southern California. The tropicals 
are either day blooming or night 
blooming so you can even enjoy your 
pool or tub garden at night. Either 
hardy or tropical varieties come in 
many colors from white to yellow, 
pink, red, lavender, purple, blue or 
bronze and in blooms from 15" in 
diameter to the miniatures with 
flowers 1-3’ across and compact 
plants. The miniatures are excellent 
for the tub water gardens. 

If you do have a pond with earth 
on the bottom, it is simplest to just 
plant them in the bottom. However, 
best results are obtained from 
growing plants in containers about 
10°’ x 10"’x 10”.

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Tax petition 
circulating 


More than 10,000 petition 
circulators will be beating 
the bushes for signatures to 
the United Organization of 
Taxpayers’ (UOT) newest 
initiative petition to reduce 
property taxes to one per 
cent of the ‘full cash value 
of real property.” 


The initiative measure, 
endorsed by the Peoples 
Advocate in Northern 
California and by the UOT, 
will require nearly 500,000 
signatures in order to be 
placed on the June 6, 1978 
ballot. 


Howard Jarvis, state 
chairman of UOT, said this 
initiative differs in several 
aspects from the one which 
failed to qualify last year. 


It permits an increase of 
not more than two per cent 
in the fair market value 
each year, beginning with 
the 1975-76 base. Last year’s 
initiative was silent on this 
point. 

The measure notes that 
the state legislature can 
impose new taxes, but only 
by a two - thirds vote of both 
houses. 

“Property taxes under 


our initiative cannot be 
increased under any 
circumstances,’’ Jarvis 
said, ‘‘except for the two 
per cent provision.” 

The initiative, if adopted 
by the voters June 6, would 
become effective the 
following July, Jarvis said 

A total of 150 days is being 
granted by the attorney 
general’s office to obtain 
the necessary signatures. 
Deadline will be Dec. 19. 

“‘We have already 
received 2,500 requests for 
petitions,’ Jarvis said. 
“Most everybody in the 
Malibu and other areas 
hard hit by the 200 per cent 
increase in assessments 
have requested petitions. 
They may be obtained by 
calling (213) 936-4982, (213) 
925-1000, (213) 697-6989 or 
(213) 248-5281.”’ 

A total of 200,000 petitions 
have been printed 

“This time, there is no 
question that we will be 
successful,’’ Jarvis said. 
“Property owners have had 
it up to here, having to 
carry the huge burden of 
increased government 
expenditures.”’ 


Veterans may 
receive upgrade 


Vietnam-era soldiers who 
received less’ than 
honorable discharges — ex- 
cluding bad conduct and dis- 
honorable discharges, and 
deserters still at large — 
may apply for review under 
the new criteria until Oct. 5 
with the Army Discharge 
Review Board. (ADRB). 

Provided there are no 
compelling reasons to the 
contrary, individuals who 
received undesirable dis- 
charges for service during 
the Vietnam era, Aug. 4, 
1964 to March 28, 1973, will, 
upon request, have their 
discharges upgraded if they 
meet any one of the follow- 
ing criteria:

Assessors seek 
tax reductions 


The California Assessors’ 
Association has taken 
positions on statewide 
property tax relief which, if 
accepted, would result in 
more than a 50 per cent 
reduction in homeowner tax 
bills. 

Robert J. Herbin, 
assessor of San Bernardino 
County, in announcing the 
policy decision of the 58- 
member organization, 
California Assessors’ 
Association, Said, 
“Assessors in California 
have watched the gradual 
but persistent shift of more 
and more non - property 
related services to the 
property tax base,’’ adding 
that the property tax 
system has become in- 
creasingly complex in the 
last few years and not 
necessarily benefiting in- 
dividual property owners. 

“There are current 
legislative considerations 
regarding the split assess- 
ment roll, tax exemptions, 
etc., which represent more 
of a shift of property taxes 
than they do a relief for 
those who need it the 
most,’’ he noted. 

The state group’s policy 
statement covered four 
major areas of suggested 
change: 


— The concept that the 
financing of non - property 
related funding, including 
but not limited to education 
and welfare, is a state func- 
tion and should be funded by 
revenues other than the 
property tax; and that these 
replacement revenues be 
raised primarily from a 
combination of a gross in- 
come tax and an increase in 
the sales tax. 


— A single uniform ratio 
be applied to full cash

(market) value for all 
classes of property 
throughout the state in 
determination of assessed 
value. 


— A review of the status 
of all property tax exemp- 
tions, with the goal of 
eliminating or modifying 
those exemptions which are 
no longer appropriate, no 
longer serve their purpose 
or contribute to inequitable 
distribution of the tax 
burden. 


— The repeal of current 
requirements for the prin- 
ting of homeowners’ ex- 
emption forms in Spanish or 
any other foreign language, 
and encourages each 
member to expend active 
individual effort to en- 
courage their local 
legislators to effect this 
change. 


It was also recommended 
that a line - by - line review 
be made of the budget 
process and a publication, 
in detail, of the services 
supported by property taxes 
for taxpayers to review and 
advise their legislative 
representatives those ser- 
vices they wanted con- 
tinued, cut back and discon- 
tinued.

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Mobilehome legislation 


By State Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin 

A record number of 
Californians, seeking 
refuge from an inflationary 
housing market and soaring 
property taxes, are turning 
to mobilehomes as an alter- 
native. An average 
mobilehome can be 
purchased for about $25,000 
compared with $50,000 for a 
new single - family house. 

More than a million 
Californians live in 
mobilehomes, a number 
that is expected to double 
during the next decade; 
however, many are finding 
out the hard way that 
mobilehome living isn’t the 
bargain it appears to be. 

The increase’ in 
mobilehome owners has put 
a squeeze on the number of 
vacancies in mobilehome 
parks. Consequently, park 
rents have skyrocketed. 
Presently, in metropolitan 
areas, rents range from 
$125 to $200 per month while 
in rural areas rent runs 
closer to $100 per month. 

The most common com- 
plaint I have heard is that 
since park operators rarely 
offer their tenants a lease, 
tenants are at the mercy of 
the operators who can ar- 
bitrarily raise their rent 
every month. 

For the majority of 
mobilehome owners who 
are retired couples on fixed 
incomes, the prospect of 
having their rents raised 
poses a major threat to 
their financial security. 
They can either pay the rent 


increase or move, a 
hardship with the low levels 
of vacancies. Also, the cost 
of moving in or out of a park 
can exceed $2,000. 

A number of bills aimed 
at giving mobilehome 
owners more protection and 
security are presently in the 

legislature. One which I 
have introduced, Assembly 
Bill 450, called the 
mobilehome tenants’ bill of 
rights, attempts to protect 
tenants from abuses such as 
arbitrary rent increases. To 
give tenants some security, 
the bill requires 
mobilehome park owners to 
offer tenants 12-month 
leases 

It would also limit rent in- 
creases imposed by a park 
owner to a ‘‘reasonable 
return’ on the investment. 
If the majority of the 
tenants thought the in- 
crease too high, they could 
call for arbitration or seek 
court relief. 

Another measure, AB 458 
by Assemblyman Bill 
McVittie (D-65), would 
guarantee that people mov- 
ing into a mobilehome park 
after Jan. 1, 1978, would not 
be required to pay security 
deposits. As a trade-off, the 
park operator would have a 
possessory lien on the 
tenant’s mobilehome. 

A Mobilehome Consumer 
Indemnity Account would 
be created by AB 487, in- 
troduced by Assemblyman 
Bill Lancaster (R-62). This 
proposal requires dealers, 
upon sale of any 
mobilehome, to forward $5 


to the fund. The state con- 
troller would tap the ac- 
count for court judgments 
up to $10,000 for any 
aggrieved person who is the 
victim of mobilehome 
dealer fraud or mis- 
representation. 


In a first step to study the 
low vacancy problem in 
parks, AB 1484 by 
Assemblyman William 
Dannemeyer (R-69) would 
require every city and coun- 
ty to prepare a zoning in- 
ventory identifying the land 
within its jurisdiction which 
is zoned for mobilehome 
parks and subdivisions. The 


information gathered would 
be reported to the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Com- 
munity Development by 
June 30, 1978, for evalua- 
tion 

Later in the year, 
Assemblyman Willie L 
Brown Jr. (D-17), chairman 
of the Committee on 
Revenue and Taxation, is 
expected to schedule 
hearings on the complex 
issue of mobilehome taxa- 
tion. 

(Goggin, a Democrat, 
represents the 66th State 
Assembly District, which 
includes Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma). 


Stirling supports bill 
on forced retirement 


State Assemblyman Dave 
Stirling (R-64) announced 
his support of legislation 
eliminating the mandatory 
retirement age in Califor- 
nia. 

“The bill (AB 586) makes 
the declaration that use of 
chronological age as an in- 
dicator of ability and the 
use of mandatory retire- 
ment are ‘obsolte and cruel 


practices,’’’ Stirling said. 
“‘I agree with that 
assessment.” 


“T hear again and again 
from those on fixed incomes 
struggling to make ends 
meet when in many cases 
the root of the problem 
stems from the fact that 
forced retirement has 


removed them from the 
work force prematurely,’ 
he noted. 

“There is no question that 
a great wealth of talent and 
experience is lost every 
year because of mandatory 
retirement provisions in 
some pension plans. This is 
a terrible waste of one of 
the state’s and nation’s 
most valuable resources. If 
a man or woman wants to 
continue working and has 
the capability, he or she 
should not be ‘put out to 
pasture’ just because they 
have reached a certain 
age.” 

Specifically, the bill 
amends the Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Act 
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With health, safety experts 





Baseball could be striking out 


Baseball — the nation’s 
most popular sport — is in 
danger of striking out with 
some health and safety 
experts. 

More than 30 million 
young people, most of them 
children, are swinging bats 
and shagging balls on 
baseball diamonds across 
the nation this summer 
under the supervision of 
adults with varying degrees 
of concern for their 
physical and emotional well 
-being. 

The department of safety 
and research of an 
insurance company reports 
a growing concern on the 


part of physicians, 
psychiatrists and 
psychologists — to say 


nothing of parents — over 
the high degree of 
competitiveness that has 


been injected into baseball 
as played by children. 

They fear that adult 
pressures on Little 
Leaguers and others to 
emulate professional 
players is creating 
psychological problems for 
the 90 - pound weaklings and 
nonagressive youngsters 
who would like to play just 
for the fun of it or to be one 
of the gang. 

There are no statistics on 
the emotional damage to 
children who are excluded 
from baseball teams or who 
spend the season warming 
the bench. But there are 
figures indicating that the 
physical damage suffered 
by players is considerable. 
The Bureau of 
Epidemiology of the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, which 


next move easier 


Moving ranks right down 
there with death and taxes 
as one of the things 
Americans like least. 

Unfortunately, moving 
also rates as one of the ac- 
tivities Americans, es- 
pecially Californians, do 
most. 

What takes this from the 
realm of mere trauma to 
that of sheer nightmare is 
the list of surprises that can 
await. Surprises such as: 

— Learning that your 
moving bill is about $60 
higher than the original es- 
timate. 

— Finding that the two 
inch tear in your $1,000 im- 
itation leather sofa has 
mysteriously grown to 12 in- 
ches. 

No one can eliminate all 
the ‘‘surprises’”’ from mov- 
ing, but there are some tips 
on how to transport your 
household goods as easily, 
carefully — and cheaply — 
as possible. 

The first key to a 
successful move is to plan 
early so that you have the 
best-chance of selecting a 
realiable moving company. 

The Better Business 
Bureau and various con- 
sumer groups have the 
names of dependable com- 
panies; if the firm you work 
for has a shipping depart- 
ment, check with the traffic 
manager for a few leads. 

Once you’ve narrowed the 
field to several moving 
companies, get written es- 
timates from each. 

The California Public 
Utilities Commission 
(PUC), which licenses mov- 
ing companies to operate 
within the state, has a 
stricter policy regarding es- 
timates than does the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which regulates 
moves between states. 

According to the PUC, a 
carrier can refuse to give 
you an estimate, but that 


might very well serve as a 
warning not to deal with 
that company. If the carrier 
does give an estimate, it 
must be in writing.PUC 
guidelines dictate that 
written estimates must be 
accurate within specific 
tolerances. On local hauls, 
the cost can only exceed the 
estimate by 10 per cent or 
$15, whichever is greater. 
On long-distance moves 
within California, the limit 
is the higher of 2.5 per cent 
or $15. 


The moving company can 
be forced to pay a penalty to 
the PUC in addition to mak- 
ing a downward adjustment 
in what you have to pay. 

Walter Strakosch, ICC 
district supervisor based in 
Los Angeles, said each 
moving company must file 
an annual performance 
report with the ICC which 


includes estimate accuracy, 
damage claim frequency 
and pickup and delivery 
delays. 

Strakosch said each 
carrier is mandated by the 
ICC to give this “report 
card’ to each customer, 
probably at the time the 
mover estimates the inven- 
tory. 
The ICC also states that, 
upon your request, the 
mover is required to give 
you a written estimate of 
approximately how much 
your shipment will weigh 
and what the likely cost of 
moving will be. But the ICC 
does not make the es- 
timates binding on the 
customer or on the carrier. 

The consumer must pay 
the total charges based on 
actual weight. 

It is the customer’s 
responsibility, and in his 
best interests, to make cer- 
tain the estimate is ac- 
curate, that the mover 
knows about everything to 
be moved. 


Rate of fatal home 
accidents increasing 


Latest figures from the 
National Safety Council in- 
dicate to members of the 
Ontario - Upland - Chino 
Board of Realtors and the 
National Association of 
Realtors that the rate of 
fatal home accidents is in- 
creasing. 

Nationally, the Safety 
Council reports there were 
3,200 accidental deaths in 
the home in January 1977, 
compared with 2,400 in 
January 1976. 

That’s a 33 per cent in- 
crease, partly due to the 
severe cold weather last 
winter that kept people in- 
doors. More time indoors 
meant more chances to be 
involved in fatal accidents. 

Fires in the home ac- 
counted for much of the in- 
crease in accidental 
fatalities. Fire-related 
deaths this past January 
were up to 60 per cent over 
January 1976, and poisoning 
by gases and vapors — 
mostly carbon monoxide 
from faulty and makeshift 
heaters — jumped 40 per 
cent. 

About half the January- 
to-January increase in 
home accident deaths was 
due to a rise in fire-related 
deaths or deaths from 
poisoning by toxic gases, 
said Vincent L. Tofany, 


based Council. The Ontario, 


Upland-Chino Board of 
Realtors and the National

Association of Realtors join 
with the Safety Council in 
attributing much of this in- 
crease to carelessness and 
too little ‘‘preventative 
medicine.”’ 


Following are some 
statistics from the Council 
and a few suggestions on 
how to avoid possibly fatal 
accidents due to fire or 
poisoning to toxic gases: 


— Deaths due to burns in 
and around home in 
January 1977 numbered 950, 
compared with 600 in 
January 1976 — a 60 per 
cent increase. 


— There were 200 deaths 
caused by poison gases or 
vapors in January 1977, 
compared with 140 in 
January 1976 — a 40 per 
cent increase. 


Acid 
California farmers use 
sulfuric acid to improve 
their cropland and to save 
water. The acid helps to 
remove damaging salts 
from the root area of the 
soil. Normally, these salts 
would be flushed from the 
soil with large guantities of 
water. In this drought era, 
Sulfuric acid and three 
acre-feet of water are as 
effective in harm- 
ful salts as flushing with 16 
acre-feet of water alone.

reports that 360,000 people, 
most of them youngsters, 
will be treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for 
baseball - associated 
injuries this year. 

That figure did not 
include those who are 
treated by their family 
physicians or receive 
remedies at home. 

Much has been said about 
the need for safety and 
properly maintained 
equipment, for physical 
examinations of players 
before every season, for 
proper supervision of 
games and for insistence on 
playing by the rules. All of 
these are important in 
helping to prevent physical 
injury. 

But what of the 
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psychological and 
emotional damage to both 
the home-run batters and 
the masters of no runs, no 
hits, all errors? The Boys’ 
Clubs of America warn 
against the dangers of too 
much competition in youth 
sports, saying that instead 
of building character, some 
programs may be 
creating a generation of 
bitter losers. 

To the clubs’ leaders, 
getting out on the field and 
having fun are the most 
important aspects of any 
game. They are convinced 
that physical education 
should emphasize 
developing happier, 
healthier individuals as well 
as teaching youngsters to 
have a better self-concept. 

In its national magazine, 
Keynote, the Boys’ Clubs 
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maintain that while the 
“junior professionals’ are 
getting all the glory, those 
who are slower to develop 
and are less skilled spend 
hours on the bench, belittled 
for their mistakes instead 
of being encouraged for 
their efforts. They become 
discouraged and drop out, 
possibly going through life 
embittered against all 
sports, the magazine added. 

Delegates to a Canadian 
national conference on 
children in sport and 
physical activity have 
urged that everyone be 
given ample opportunity for 
spontaneous, unstructured 
play, with equipment, 
facilities and rules designed 
to the size of the child, not 
to big league standards. 
Leaders should be chosen 
on the basis of their 
attitudes toward children 
and their value systems and 
teaching ability, the group 
added, rather than on their 
own athletic prowess. 

The National Safety 
Council has cautioned that 
baseball, as well as other

competitive sports, can be 
psychologically hazardous 
to preadolescents. It cited 
several pediatricians as 
saying that poor supervision 
by well-meaning but over- 
zealous adults often results 
in unintentional exploitation 
of youngsters by fostering 
the urge to win. That in turn 
creates a potentially 
harmful excessive fear of 
losing, the council 
observed. 


The American Medical 
Association’s Committee on 
the Medical Aspects of 
Sports warns against the 
danger of diverting 
disproportionate amounts 
of money, facilities and 
leadership away from most 
of the children and to the 
few seeking to excel at 
baseball, as well as other 
sports. 


With many elementary 
schools and two thirds of all 
communities sponsoring 
athletics, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, the 
AMA, the American 


Association for Health, 
Physical Education and 
Recreation and the Society 
of State Directors of 
Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation have issued 
a joint statement urging 
emphasis on health and 
recreational values. 


They deplored the high - 
pressure contests that 
include playoffs, bowl 
contests, all-star 
competition, excessive 
publicity, commercial 
promotions and paid 
admissions. Victory 
celebrations and elaborate 
recognition ceremonies 
were branded as 
exploitation of children.

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Still, Costill cautioned 
amateur athletes against 
trying to improve 
performance by 
“carbohydrate loading,’’ an 
increasingly popular 


exercising among 
professional athletes. It 
involves exercising 


vigorously until muscles 
are exhausted, then loading 
up on high-protein/high-fat 
foods. This is followed by 
eating a huge quantity of 
high carbohydrate foods 
just prior to the event. 

Costill acknowledged that 
the process works but at 
the expense of such side 
effects as nausea, diarrhea 
intense weakness. 
Furthermore, anyone not in 
peak physical condition 
May wind up performing 
poorly. 

He said that a better diet 
for heavy-exercising 
amateurs and professionals 
would draw on foods taken 
from the Four Food Groups 
— milk, meat, vegetables 
and fruits, breads and 
cereals. This should be 
supplemented, Costill 
advised, with extra helpings 
of foods that are high in 
carbohydrates (starches 
and sugars) — such as those 
found in the vegetable-fruit 
and bread-cereal groups. 


“Tf a person who 
nermally consumes 2,000 
calories a day begins 
strenuous exercise,’’ Costill 
remarked, ‘‘he or she may 
burn 3,000 calories. That 
person should eat a normal 
diet containing the same 
amount of protein as a non- 
athlete would eat. The extra 
1,000 calories for the heavy 
exercise should be 
predominantly carbo- 
hydrates. 

“As long as an individual 
meets the normal daily 
requirements of all food 
groups, then the primary 
need is to replace what he’s 
burning most of — 
carbohydrates,’’ Costill 
concluded. 

At the same symposium, 
Dr. Philip Weiser, director 
of the Department of 
Physiology at the National 
Asthma Center in Denver, 
said that most athletic 
ability is the product of 
parental genes first and 
conditioning second. 

‘Athletes are born, not 
made,’’ Weiser charged. 
“It’s far from the truth that 
special nutrition 
supplements beyond a 
balanced diet do more than 
stabilize fears of failure.”’ 

Weiser’s research shows 
that an athlete’s ability 
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directly coincides with the 
ability of his or her parents. 
“You can compare it to the 
tortoise and the hare. Can 
you train a tortoise to be 
faster than a hare? 

“One nutritional catapult 
or another won't bring 
home an Olympic Medal or 
even get you past the semi- 
finals,’’ he said. 

Dr. Herman Johnson, 
acting director, Division of 
Bioenergetics at Letterman 
Army Institute of Research 
in San Francisco, said that 
while protein is desirable 
for building muscle and 
repairing tissue, it is a poor 
source of energy. Johnson 
maintained that the normal 
American diet already has 
more protein than can be 
used for increasing the 
body’s muscles. 

‘“‘When a person eats 
more high carbohydrate 
foods to meet physical 
demand, protein increases 
proportionately. This is 
because foods typically con- 
sidered as starches — such 
as breads, potatoes, rice 
and cereals — also contain 
some protein,” said John- 
son. 

While protein has 
received false emphasis as 
a magical dietary 
ingredient, iron has had 
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relatively little attention, 
said Dr. V. Reggie 
Edgerton, professor of 
kinesiology at the 
University of California, 
Los Angeles. Yet, he said, 
there is a reason to believe 
that iron can improve 
performance. 

‘‘Women who are iron 
deficient would especially 
improve their capacity for 
exercise with iron,’’ 
Edgerton said. The Federal 
Government’s Ten-State 
Nutrition Survey indicated 
that half of all girls and 
women of childbearing age 
are deficient in iron. 

Edgerton’s findings are 
based on studies of 
agricultural workers in Sri 


Lanka (Ceylon), where 
diets are typically low in 
iron. There, work 


performances were lower 
than in populations where 
people got enough iron. 


Dr. Melvin Williams, 
director of the Human 
Performance Laboratory at 
Old Dominion University in 
Virginia, summed up the 
conference when he said, 
‘‘There is no area of 
nutrition where faddism, 
misconceptions and 


ignorance are more obvious 
than in athletics.
